NOW RENEWED 


£llecc iver Robertson Seeks 
Additional Loan to Pay 
Dividends 


Renewed hope that depositors of 
the State Bank of Palatine may re­ 
ceive cash soon, is seen in the visit 
to Palatine yesterday of 
repre­ 
sentatives of the R. F. C.. who will 
make a survey of the assets of the 
bank in an effort to learn if the 
government will be justified in in­ 
creasing the present loan so that 
some paym ent can he made to the 
depositors. 
Palatine comes under 
the list of banks who have closed 
since tne moratorium, which insti­ 
tutions the government is seeking 
to aid. 
Receiver Robertson accompanied 
the R. F. C. men to the institution 
and states that every effort will be 
made to meet the requirements of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpor­ 
ation so th at a dividend can be 
paid, i t will he two weoks before 
definite word is received. 
Jam es R 
Leaven, chairman of 
the committee to appraise assets 
of closed banks in the seventh fed­ 
eral reserve district, on his recent 
return from W ashington discussed 
the plan to make a part of the froz­ 
en assets of closed banks available 
to depositors. 
The RFC has one 
billion dollars available for this 
purpose. 
Under the new regulations great­ 
er liberality is allowed in approv­ 
ing securities to be held in return 
for the loans. 
Also 
the interest 
rate has been cut to 4 per cent, and 
red tape involved in obtaining the 
loans has been greatly reduced. 
Illinois has 77 banks which were 
closed this year and so in a posi­ 
tion to apply for a loan under the 
regulations. Deposits in them total 
$30 000 000, oi which $5,b00.o00 
in the Chicago area. 
The deposit 
liabilities of the Palatine bank are 
$174,000.

He stated that the Palatine sewage 
treatm ent plant is sufficient for a 
town of 700, and is at present 185 
per cent overloaded. 
Since that time the Village of 
Palatine has had people working 
off delinquent w’ater bills busy 
cleaning out Salt creek to promote 
a freer flow* of water from the selv­ 
age treatm ent plant southward. At 
the village board’s recent meeting 
Trustee Schroeder stated that the 
w’ork had progressed as far as the 
Langhorst road, south of the village 
limits. 
The State Sanitary W ater hoard 
is also active in abating stream 
pollution in other parts of the state. 
An order has been entered direct­ 
ing the Kerber Packing company 
of Elgin to begin construction w’ork 
immediately on 
treatm ent works 
for sew-age and industrial waste to 
stop pollution of the Fox river by 
the firm. 
Some w'eeks ago the board issued 
an order directing the City of Pe­ 
oria to conform to a comprehensive 
plan of sewage installation to pre­ 
vent pollution of the Illinois river.

A plan to give greater home rule 
to all parts of Cook county was 
proposed last week

ent Cook county into three counties. 
Under this plan Cook county and 
the City of Chicago would be the

ri hat part 
of present Cook county outside o 
the city limits wrould be formed in 
to tw’o new’ counties.

I he musical background for the 
picture is symphonic in treatment 
although more than forty different 
airs, ranging from hymns to clas­ 
sical compositions by such m aster 
as Chopin and Mozart, make up the 
texture of the melodic tapestry 
supplemented by much original mu­ 
sic written by Coward, Francesco 
and his staff. 


“We set out to make the musical 
score not only interpretative of the 
story itself,” Francesco says, “but 
also of the mood of Coward’s great 
drama, and in all modesty I believe 
we have succeeded far beyond our 
expectations.”

The musical director is especially 
proud of the passages interperta- 
tive of the symbolical cavalcade 
which he believes add greatly to the 
dramatic power and movement of 
the picture. 
“l am certain,” he adds, “that the 
music itself is an artistic creation, 
and that it will set a new standard 
for scores in the epic type of pic­ 
ture. 
Francesco and his large staff of 
aides worked for several months on 
the “Cavalcade” score and he re­ 
hearsed the 100-piece symphonic 
orchestra for a week before th 
actual recording was made. 
“Cavalcade opens at the Arling­ 
ton Theater for a two day run next 
I Sunday.

A nother disastrous farm fire last 
week, destroying: a bam filled with 
Itay and three outbuildings, a t the 
S tratfo rd farm near Schaum burg, 
a total loss of some $12,000, has ac­ 
centuated the need fo r the form a­ 
tion of a 
rural 
fire 
protection 
league. 
This is the second fire to 
occur in the territo ry to be protect­ 
ed by the league since plans for its 
form ation and solicitation have be­ 
gun. 
Ju st a m onth ago a home in the 
Sm ith and Dawson subdivision was 
burned to the ground, 
a loss of 
$3,500. 
This was also in the te r­ 
ritory which the Palatine 
Rural 
Fire Protection 
league 
plans to 
serve. 
M eeting Tonight 
A m eeting of all farm ers inter­ 
ested in the form ation of the league 
is to be held in the Palatine village 
hall at 8 o’clock tom orrow night. 
Everyone who has no fire protec­ 
tion has been urged 
to 
attend. 
Farm ers and people living in the 
subdivisions 
outside 
of 
village 
lim its are form ing the league to 
provide them selves with fire protec­ 
tion. 
A recent news dispatch 
from 
K aukauna, Wis., tells of the burn­ 
ing to death of four of the eight 
children of Mr. and Mrs. M artin 
Evers, farm ers living 
near 
th at 
town. The children ranging in age 
from l l months to l l years, were 
trapped in the upper floor, while 
those dow nstairs escaped and ran 
for aid. 
The parents were away 
at the time. 
Fire D epartm ent Called 
Rescuers, armed with 
nothing 
more than a ladder, were driven 
away from the 
building 
by the 
flames. The Kaukauna fire depart­ 
m ent was called, but did 
not re­ 
spond because the call was outside 
the corporate limits. 
The Fire departm ent of Palatine, 
and the departm ents of nearby vil­ 
lages have sim ilar rules. 
Palatine 
sends the old truck, which is not 
equipped to throw a stream of w a­ 
ter, having only chemical 
tanks, 
and whose speed is leo slow to g-et 
to a country fire 
very 
quickly, 
fom o other comm unities require 
farm ers to sign contracts to pay 
certain fixed sum s before the de­ 
partm ent will answ er a call. 
Low Costs 
U nder the proposed plans of the 
Palatine 
Rural 
hire 
Protection 
league, every 
farm er 
having IO 
acres or more land is asked to pay 
$10 and each rural resident having 
less than IO acres $5. This fee will 
be the only cost for the life of the 
tru ck —more than 20 years. 
The 
village has agreed to bouse the ap ­ 
p a ra tu s free, and the Palatine fire 
departm ent has agreed to m ar it 
w ith men trained to handle the 
equipm ent. 
Insurance companies are cooper­ 
atin g in putting the 
idea across. 
and President Em m ett W healan of 
the county board has favored the 
contribution of money by the coun- 
i 
y in return for protection to Camp 
teinberg and the Deer Grove F or­ 
est Preserve property. 
Fred W. Porep is president of 
the league, John H. K reft is secre­ 
tary . and W illiam Freise is tre a s­ 
u rer. 
Solicitors have been signing 
up m em bers for alm ost a m onth, 
and the carrying through 
of the 
project is practically assured.

basis of the original plan, it was 
estim ated th at the g ran t of money 
from the governm ent would be $6,- 
000, leaving a balance of $19,000 to 
be covered by w ater bonds. On the 
basis of paying this off in 20 years, 
in equal paym ents, the annual cost 
would be $1,300, which would have 
to be paid from w ater departm ent 
revenue. 
If the tim e for repay­ 
m ent is extended, to 25 years, the 
annual paym ent would be reduced 
to approxim ately $1,000. 
On the 
basis of a total cost of $15,000, in­ 
stead of $25,000, the 
annual pay­ 
m ent on a 20 year basis, would be 
about $800, which appears 
to be 
well within the present income of 
the W ater D epartm ent. 
Present Wells Adequate 
Questions were asked about the 
reliability and capacity of the pres­ 
ent two wells, and 
the possible 
need for more or deeper wells in 
the near future. The engineers 
opinion was th at, w ith 
adequate 
storage capacity so the wells could 
be pumped at their maximum rate, 
the present wells will take care of 
a population of 3,000. 
There was some discussion about 
the possibility of including in the 
present improvement some form 
of wrater treatm ent which give soft 
w’ater to the users of the Village. 
An engineer’s analysis was present­ 
ed and discussed. 
It was estim at­ 
ed that, on the basis of an average 
daily use of 60,000 gallons per day, 
with a maximum 
use of 200,000 
gallons, a softening plant would 
cost approxim ately $15,000, which, 
would involve an 
expenditure 
of 
about $700 per year for repaym ent 
of the loan within 30 years. 
This 
am ount represents to each user of 
w ater, on the average, an increase 
in their w ater bill of about $2.50 
per year. 
This figure is on the 
basis of a total billing of the W a­ 
ter D epartm ent of $5,500, given at 
the last m eeting 
of 
the Village 
Board, and w ith 
a to tal 
of 350 
homes served with w ater. 
W ater Softening Blah 
This plan of w ater softening was 
compared w ith a total cost to the 
Village, using individual softeners, 
at $150 each in 800 homes, am ount­ 
ing to a total expenditure of $46,- 
OOO. In addition, it m ay be expect­ 
ed th a t the life 
of the 
domestic 
softener would be less th an the m u­ 
nicipal plant which wduld increase 
the 
cost 
of 
the 
dom estic 
a r­ 
rangem ent 
over 
a long 
period. 
The plan was not encouraged, in 
the discussion, due to the expend­ 
iture involved, and the feeling th a t 
such a project would he considered 
a luxury, a t a tim e when expendi­ 
tures are being l i f t e d to necessi­ 
ties. 
It will be recalled th at the sug­ 
gestion originally m ade by TH E 
REV IEW for a 
m unicipal W ater 
W orks 
im provem ent wras 
for a 
treatm en t plant. 
This suggestion 
w as m ade w ith the idea th a t the 
cost of such a plant, shown by the 
engineers estim ate, to 
be 
about 
$2.50 per year per home would be 
more th an com pensated for by the 
saving in soaps, w ater softeners 
and cleaners which 
are 
now re­ 
quired. 
A lthough a num ber of cis­ 
tern s are in use, 
the 
softening 
w’ould m ake them unnecessary, and 
the expense would be hardly more 
than th a t incident to the m ainten­ 
ance of a cistern. 
Experience, wTe 
believed, would support the belief 
th a t led to the presentation of the 
suggestion 
regarding 
softening, 
th a t every housewife in the Village 
spends m ore th an two dollars and 
a half in strong soaps and chem i­ 
cals for w ashing, to m ake ordinary 
soap effective. 
Soft W ater Preferred 
In connection with the discussion 
of softening 
of w ater, 
it was 
brought out 
th at 
experience at 
W estern Springs, where a m unici­ 
pal system was recently installed, 
show’s th at the resulting w’ater is 
preferred in taste to the untreated 
w ater. 
It was also suggested th at, 
with soft w’ater, the desirability of 
the Village as a home site would 
result in increased property val­ 
ues, which would relieve the hold­ 
ers of large am ounts of real es­ 
tate, by m aking this property sale­ 
able. 
The immediate problem 
before 
the Village Board w’as the appro­ 
priation of about $70, to cover the 
cost of preparing data required by 
the Federal Public W orks Adm in­ 
istration with an 
application for 
aid. 
It is of course necessary for 
the Board to determ ine the nature 
of the plant to be built, or applied 
for, and the discussions w’ere con­ 
sidered of assistance in 
bringing 
out several points of view which 
the Board will take into considera­ 
tion w’hen acting on the m atter a t 
th eir next m eeting.

School Boy Patrol 
Protects Children 
A t Busy Crossings 


E very day. even though sw irling 
snow or chilling winds m ay m ake 
even grow nups hurry for shelter, 
a half dozen pupils of the Palatine 
E lem entary school stan d guard to 
see th a t their schoolm ates and the 
younger children safely cross the 
streets and railroad tra c k s. 
They 
are the m em bers of the school boys 
safety patrol. 
U nder the 
direction 
of John 
Reuser, principal of the school, the 
patrol, one oi the m any 
sim ilar 
groups form ed under the sponsor­ 
ship of the safety departm ent of 
the Chicago M otor club, w as organ­ 
ized a t the opening of school last 
fall. 
Since then the 
boys 
have 
been a t their posts. 
The local po­ 
lice departm ent has cooperated in 
the movement. 
Three of the boys are located at 
railroad crossings, and the other 
three a t street intersections cross­ 
ed by the m ost children 
in their 
path to the school. 
The boys m ust 
be on duty, displaying their white 
Sam Browne belts and dressed to 
stay on th eir posts, a t 20 m inutes 
of 9 o’clock in the 
m orning, and 
stay on duty until the hour. 
Escort Sm aller Children 
A t 11:30 o'clock, when the lower 
grades are dism issed, 
the three 
boys whose posts are at the rail­ 
road tracks escort the sm aller chil­ 
dren in a group across the tracks, 
then stay there to see th a t the old­ 
er children also get across safely. 
The other three patrolm en 
go to 
their posts 5 m inutes before classes 
are dism issed. 
All stay 
a t their 
posts until the last schoolmate has 
passed. 
A t a q u arter of I 
o’clock they 
again go on duty, staying until *10 
m inutes after the hour. 
Classes 
begin a t 1:15 o’clock. A t 3 o’clock, 
when the lower grade® 
are dis­ 
missed for the afternoon, patrol­ 
m en again escort the children to 
th e railroad tracks, and soon after 
their com rades also come on duty 
to see the rem aining pupils safely 
across streets and tracks. 
The patrol is at the head of the 
safety m ovem ent in the 
entire, 
school. 
Its purpose is to prevent 
crossing accidents. The patrolm en 
keep the children 
from 
crossing 
streets except a t certain designated 
crossings, and keep 
them from 
crossing in the middle of the block 
or diagonally a t the corners. Vio­ 
lators are reported to the princi­ 
pal.- 
Keep Children Back 
The boy patrolm en 
keep back 
the children until the crossing is 
clear. 
Their purpose is not to di- 1 
rect traffic, but should an auto ap­ 
proach while children are in the act 
of crossing the street, the patrol­ 
m an on duty m ay raise his hand to 
stop the car and protect the school 
children. 
Patrolm en are appointed by the 
principal from the 
seventh 
and 
eighth 
grades. 
The 
captain 
is 
chosen from the eighth grade. Each 
boy m ust bring w ritten perm ission 
from his parents before he can go 
on duty; 
The captain is not on 
duty on any nost, but 
supervises 
the work of all patrolm en and calls 
out substitutes to take the place 
of any boys who m ay be absent 
from duty. 
Jack O’Brien is captain of the pa­ 
trol. The patrol is divided into two 
parts, six boys to each p art, and 
the two groups altern ate a t two 
week periods of duty. 
Group Now on Duty

streets; Arnold Drewes, Wood and 
Hale streets; E lm er B runs, Plum 
Grove avenue and W ilson street;
